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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 18-20 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
101 because "A computer system comprising a user interface..." is not statutory subject matter. The computer system as claimed may 
simply be a software system which is not statutory subject matter, thus the amendment does not correct the claim deficiencies and 
rightfully so will not be entered. Regarding the argument that the combination of the references in order to make the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner disagrees with the applicant. The invention of Madduri is a proofreading/error correction system that allows 
a user to make corrections via annotations, thus allowing the writer to view the original and annotations that would correct original writing 
errors (Figure 5, Madduri). The system of Newbold, also a proofreading/error correction system allows a user to view an entire list of all 
the annotation text (corrections) separately from the document, the annotation text being presented corresponding the the original text 
that was deemed erronious during proofreading (Figures 5A and 5B and column 6, line 25-column 7 line 15 of Newbold). The examiner 
has provided motivation for this combination in the rejection along with the motivation to add a new type of annotations taught by Durst 
to the teachings of Madduri. Thus, at this poin the rejeciton will be maintained as a proper rejeciton. 
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
